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(57) Abstract: A beverage system for 
brewing a beverage from a beverage 
material and a source of hot, pressurized 
water. The beverage system may include a 
cartridge with the beverage materia! therein. 
The cartridge may include a seal positioned 
about die beverage material. The beverage 
system also may include an injection system 
. for injecting the hot, pressurized water into 
the cartridge so as to brew the beverage 
from the beverage material. 
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
